The parade was a success. Dr. King would be proud of how far 
America has come but would agree that there is more work to do 
in the fight against racism of all kinds here in America and all 
over the world. 

For Your Information: 

According to the Nobel Prize website, Dr. King was 
bom on January 15, 1929, in Atlanta, GA, as Michael King, Jr. 
His father later changed his name to Martin Luther King in honor 
of the German monk Martin Luther, who founded the Lutheran 
Church. Dr. King left high school at 15 and attended college. He 
graduated with a Doctorate degree from Boston University. He 
met and married Coretta Scott in Boston and had two sons and 
two daughters. 

Dr. King believed in civil disobedience, a method used 
by Mahatma Gandhi. According to Wikipedia, civil disobedience 
is the active refusal to obey certain laws, demands, and com- 
mands of a government, or of an occupying power, without 
resorting to physical violence. He led a bus boycott in protest of 
segregation on buses. His activism paid off when the Supreme 
Court ruled segregation on buses unconstitutional in 1956. He led 
a courageous life despite being attacked and arrested several 
times. 

According to the Nobel Prize website, between 1957 
and 1968 he traveled over 6 million miles and spoke over 2500 
hundred times. At the age of 35 he was awarded the Nobel Peace 
Prize. He turned over the prize money of $54,123 to further the 
fight against discrimination. Dr. King was assassinated on April 
4” 1968. 

He js gone but not forgotten. He is an inspiration to us 
all to face our fears and speak out against injustice. He once said, 
“The ultimate measure of a man is not where he stands in 
moments of comfort and convenience, but where he stands at 
times of challenge and controversy.” May we all learn to face the 
world and demand peace and equality.
